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1. Following is FYI: Eerik HEINE/ 1 DPOB 11 Septeirber 1919, 

Tartu, Estonia, first came to XUBARK - attention when Jib visited our Bonn Embassy 
on 30 November 1956 and was interviewed . by/ j He related a story of 

having served as an officer in the Waff en 53 (Estonian Division) until the end - 
of the war, after which he was active with anti-Soviet guerrilla forces in 
Northern Estonia. Captured by the Soviets in 1950, he was confined in various 
penal camps until 1956 whan he was released as a German TOW; finally reaching 
Camp Friedland. His story was deemed to be of sufficient interest to warrant 
full debriefing, and this was apparently accomplished in Frankfurt by CZ. 
and . ET in early 1957, the results being forwarded to Headquarters in 

Reference A. Subject then went to Canada where his parents resided, travelling 
first on a visitor’s visa and finally remaining as 

authorities performed a debriefing of Subject primarily for positive intelli- 
gence purposes, but outstanding questions relating to his bona fides were 
never resolved and KDBARK, Headquarters continued' to consider him' a suspect 
Soviet agent. Appropriate Canadian authorities were so advised, but inasmuch 
as no concrete proof could be adduced and since all evidence was circisnstahtial, 
no action could be taken against Subject and he was finally granted Canadian 
citizenship in the sunroer of 1964. 
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2, In 1963 HEINE visited PHPRIME on an extended lecture tour, showing 

a film whidi he had helped to produce purporting to depict anti-Soviet guerrilla 
activities in Estonift. Subject was visiting Estonian emigre centers and being 
received by Estonian emigre leaders, some of whom were contacts . of the Baltic 
desk of SR Division, In the interest of protecting the emigre organizations 
against a highly suspect individual, his background was discussed with several 
of the emigre leaders who had themselves already entertained grave doubts 
about HEINE on the basis of their own knowledge of events in Estonia during 
the period 1940-50. One of these leaders, an AEDEPOT agent, proceeded to 
denounce JfEINE as a suspect RIS agent in an open meeting of an emigre group. 
HEINE has new filed suit for slander against this agent and we are assisting 
the latter in his defense. As part of the legal procedure, HEINE was sub- 
jected to a detailed interrogatory by defense counsel in Washington in 
February 1965. nnd we therefore have his current version of his life history. 
Analysis of this current version and comparison with legends used by the 
RIS in dispatching agents during the. period when German P0W* s were, being 
repatriated from the USSR further supports our original tentative conclusions 
about HEINE, although we still lack any concrete element of proof. We are 
therefore highly desirous of acquiring any information onMEINE which would 
help to clarify the many suspicious elements in his background,

release, since it bears his 1956 address, We would be interesited in any cowaent 
as to the significance or lack thereof of the DWisburg Street address. The 
Waffen SS record confirms his story in some particulars, though not all. For 
example, it indicates that he was in the Waffen SS from 18 May 1942, while he 
states in his testimony that he was in the Estonian Political Pol ice. from 
February to August 1942. Needless to say, we accept the fact that large portions 
of his story will . prove to be correct, the legend necessarily; being cca^ructed 
upon a factual basis ;.tb?peimit of verification by individuals : ixw. -in the 
who knew him at various times in his life. 
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5. Bonn: We desire to check out with CAVATA the whole of Subjects 

release story, including his visit to the German Embassy in Moscow in October
